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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has raised four arguments. The first 
Is the question of incorporating features from the Kitada reference, which is wet-sump return system, into the Tanaka reference, which Is a 
dry sump return system. The Kitada reference discloses features in the area of engine lubrication that were known at the time of the 
Invention. As such, one with ordinary skill In the art at the time of the invention would have been aware of these features, and would have 
been able to apply them to the lubrication of an engine. The second point deals with the question of the vent going to the atmosphere. 
Venting to the manifold would result In a venting to the atmosphere, thus meeting the limitation. Third, the applicant has questioned If the 
combination of references addresses the Issue of annular spaces around the cylinders. Comparing elements 32 and 34 of figure 1 In the 
application with element 15 in figure 1 of Kitada shows that the two elements are structurally similar, and serve the same purpose. Finally, 
regarding claim 8, the existance of the lubrication features described in the previous claim were known at the time of the invention, as was 
an opposed cylinder engine. As such. It Is construed that one with ordinary skill In the art at the time of the Invention would have been able 
to apply these features to the engine. Claims 9, 11, 12, and 13 are dependent upon claim 7, and likewise were rejected. For the reasons 
described above, the rejection stands.. 
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
